NEW WAY OF RAISING MONEY

The practice of wifo-wbipping has be- 


come so prevalent in tho little sandy 
state ot Now Jersey that tuo lower house 
of its legislature has passed a bill which 
provides that brutes ot that kind shall be 
tied to a post »nd severely flogged. Tho 
spirit ot the proposed law is excellent' 
but -whether it 
will be 
a practical 


mode ot punishment has not been defin- 
itely settled. Ttiore seems to be a good 
deal ot barbarism connected with tho 
whipping-post, because it was ono ot tho 
institutions of olden-times, and there is a 
strong feeling against it in many direc- 
tions on tho ground that it will mako the 
troubles of tho honje graver than ever. 
One argument presented against tbo lull 
was briefly this: 


"Whipping is not the remedy for the 


evil. It oxprosESS the sentiment of tho 
public toward tho offence, but it does 
not tend to check the latter, and may on 
tbo contrary aggravate it. A compulsory 
separation would perhaps have a more 
salutary tendency. Ihe knowledge that 
au external power, not to bo bullied 01 
cajoled, might interpose to take his vic- 
tim out of his ' handj, would probably 
teaoli self-restraint to ull bat the most 
reckless, and the measure might thus 
operate powerfully as a preventive. Tbo 
principle suggested, moreover, is more HI 
accord with modern tendencies tban tho 
revival of, tbe -whipping post, 
which 


smocks too strongly of barbarism." 


It has been said tbat the bill is uncon- 


stitutional, but no court has jet passed 
upon that point. There is a la-w iu every 
state in the Union, but one, which pro- 
vides that a woman may secure a divoro6 


on the ground of habitual 
cruelty.

brutalities that n hard-hearted hus-

perplexity surrounding tho question. A

to the coward that beats her. What can 
you do in that ease? Whip tho coward 
and brute, and you lacerate tho feeling 
ot the wife. To punish him iu.that fash- 
iou, you insult tho woman who carries 
the scars of tho husband's brutality. Tho 
ouly practical remedy for the 
wife if 


finaiiceal circumstances will allow it, is a 
divorce; but it hor conscience will not 
allow 
her 
to 
sanction 
this, then 


there in no alternative than that of pa- 
tiently enduring the suffering and hard- 
ship of such a married lite. 


It will be seen tbat this is one ot the 


many unfortunate domestic problems 
that ia very difficult ol! solution. It may 
bo that Now Jersey is on the right track 
to punish the wife-beaters.

CHICAGO, March 27.—Tho Inter Ocoan lias

The war ship Mercury will bo supplied 


with two first-class torpedo-boats and appli- 
ances. Tho military authorities state that a 
force ot 20,000 men could bo dispatched 
from England within a fortnight. A con 
tract was concluded with a Tyne merchant 
Thursday to carry 13,000 tons of ccal to 
Cronstadt during tho soasoon, with option de- 
livery at Copenhagen or Aarhuns in the 
event of war with Russia, 


At Vienna it is reported that Russia has 


chartered steamers to transport troops acrosf 
tho Caspian soa.
